Whatever diplomatic gambit the 
Soviet uses in Germany, -the 
Kremlin realists are as aware as 
our own statesmen that if the 
partition ot Europe ever becomes 
an established fact, apart from 
reducing the chances of quick or 
steady world recovery, it would 
put a weapon of immense power 
into the hands of the underground 
enemies of Democracy and Com- 
munism alike, further to split the 
Allies and possibly bring the Nazi- 
Fascist ideology to power again. 


U.S.A. HOLDS 
KEY TO PALESTINE

ROBLEM of Palestine is 
rapidly creating a world 
crisis. Apart from its exploita-

‘hat 100,000 Jews be admitted into 
Palestine immediately, America 
declines to share responsibility in 
keeping order if the admissions 
re attempted against Arab oppo- 
suon.

not go further. 

(2) Without full and equal 
U.S.A. responstbility the British 
Cabinet will not allow further

3 The Arabs are determined 
to go to the limit in resisting any 


attempt to foist either immigra- 
tion or partition on the country. 
More—they may well act sooner in 
respect of the illegal immigrants 
and current terrorism. They are 
backed by 400,000,000 Moslems 
írom Morocco to Malay. 

Each of these problems, if not 
settled very soon, may cause an 
upheaval in the Middle East. 

The suggestion that Britain 
may resign her mandate to UNO 
cannot be a solution—at least not 
in time and certainly not in its 


consequences. for we cannot 
escape being involved whatever 
happens. 


Such a resignation would take 
time and, in any case, there is no 
UNO security force in existence. 

The essentials, therefore, boil 
down to this. If U.S.A. dodges 
her full 50-50 responsibility, mili- 
tarily as well as financially, the 
whole Anglo-U.S.A. plan must 
become a wash-out. It can never 
be implemented. Which is where 
the Palestine problem came in.

| White Loaf, 2s., 
Without Coupons 


By THE PEOPLE ” REPORTER, ALAN HOBY 


ITH the rationing of bread it had to happen—the Black Mar- 
keteers have stepped in. They are selling bread, not the grey- 
brown variety for which housewives have to give up coupons, but 
real old-time white bread. The price? Generally around 1s. 3d. for a 
1-Ib. loaf, or 2s. for 2 lb. 


Certain unscrupulous 
bakers in various parts of 
London are making this for- 
bidden bread and selling it 
under the counter—without 
coupons, of course. 


Cakes and pastries made of 
white flour can also be 
obtained at fantastic prices. 


Other bakers, without secret 
stocks of white flour or the means 
to obtain it, are sifting the dark 
flour to remove the husk and pro- 
vide a near-white loaf. They take 
good care they are well paid for 
their trouble 

These facts dame to me during 
4 week's investigation of Black 
Market activities. The inquiries 
showed that the racketeers. far 
from being on the down-grade, 
are flourishing greater than ever. 

Today they have more to sell 
than before because a large 
variety of good things are com- 
ing into the country. They 
secure the first grab of every- 
thing that comes along. 

“Shiploads of oranges, grape- 
fruit, raspberries and bananas are 
continually reaching East London 
docks,” a dockside leader told me. 

“Other ships are berthing all 
the time carrying thousands of 
cases of eggs. In the past month 
alone I know of five vessels whose 
holds were crammed with 30,000 
cases of Irish eggs. 


VANISHED RASPBERRIES _ 

“They were distributed =iairly 
by the Food Ministry, but more 
than half of them, I have learned, 
have been since diverted from 
their proper channels into the 
Black Market.” 

Supplies pouring into London 
docks are only a fraction of the 
food being shipped into the 
country. Where does it all go? 

What happened, for example, 
to the tons of raspberries which 
recently arrived in Covent 


them went to the jam-makers 
and none was seen in the shops. 
The answer is that the mem- 
bers of some fruit firms invariably 
“hot” money about with 
them which they dare not bank. 
They sel] bananas, cucumbers, 
melons and other delicacies at 
their own price. 


ANTI-BLACK CAMPAIGN 


One shop, whose name and 
address I have turned over to the 
authorities, has been reaping a 
500 per cent. profit from sales of 
gooseberries at 2s. 6d. a lb., apples 
3s. a lb. bananas 9d. and 1s. each, 
and oranges (small) 6d., large 9d 

These rogues have so success- 
fully swindled the needy of their 
district of 15 per cent. of the 
truit allocations that today they 
cover all “outgoings ”—clothes, 
expenses, railway fares and 
wages—from the ready cash in 
the till. 

To such dimensions has the 
scandal grown that at Hackney 
the local Labour Party and Trades 
Council recently set up a joint 
organisation to fight it They are 
now drawing up a scheme for 
every area in Britain to have its 
own anti-black market committee. 

A campaign with this aim is to

No 
wonder Don is what he is, if he 
has done this ever since he was 
eight! 

Whenever 1 see nim now. 
dapper and grim, I think of the 
patient, unsmiling little boy in 
the dusty Australian sunshine, 
tapping a golf ball with a stump 
back and forth, back and forth. 
for hour after hour, day after 
day. unti] the world’s greatest 
scorer emerged. 

Even when Don told me this, 1 
couldn’t believe that it was all the 
story. I persisted — who had 
coached him 

“I was never coached,” he said 
soberly. “No one taught me to 
play cricket. I found out for 
myself, by practice. practice, 
practice. It was a grind. but it 
was worth it.” 

He told me, too, that he learned 
to field by throwing his golf-ball 
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DON BRADMAN IN ACTION 


against a round fence-rail, on the 
edge of a cattle enclosure. Stop 
for a minute and think what this 
entailed 

A little boy of eight, going 
quietly off by himself in every 
spare minute of each day, and 
throwing his ball at a rounded 
rail Thousands of times, perhaps 
tens of thousands of times, he 
missed the rail....and had to go 
and fetch the ball. Then he 
would start hitting the rail—and 
the bal) would bounce off the 
round edge, and would have to be 
fetched again. Only when the rail 
was hit absolutely direct would 
the ball return to the thrower. 

Don practised this, he told me, 
not for hours, but for several 
years.

game, and boredom lay heavily 
over the ings. 
At least play began with some 


apparent animosity, for Bili Voce 
hit Laurie Fishlock's middie stump 
at 20, and Squires, after scoring at 
the indecent rate of a run r 
minute, retired low to Jepson with 
the score at 51. 

Possibly Fishlock was er- 
anxious to emphasise his obvious 
claims te Australia. He never 
looked happy during his short stay, 
when Voce bowled with a fire 
which exhumed nostalgic memories 
of his —— partnership with 
Harold Larwood. 

Even allowing for the inability 
of the Notts skipper. George Heane, 
to appoint himself to a position 
as bowler owing, to an arm injury, 
this is a r Notts bowling side. 

Butler, Woodhead and Jepson all 
exhibit pace and swing in varying 
quantity, but on the Oval strip, 
which masquerades as a wicket, 
this is hardly enough. 

Gregory and Barling were on 
view for four and a half hours in 
which the only highlights were a 
smack on the right temple which 
followed a Gregory near-miss in 
attempting to hook a bounci 
Voce g hop, and a finality o 
Barling’s late cuts and off drives. 

The partnership produced 267

When Jack Porter came in to 
add 160 for the fourth wicket after 
Bob Gregory, apparently tired of the 
whole thing, and anxious to re- 
ceive more expert first aid for his 
cut face than hurried attention 
between overs, got out lbw, the 


game had a torpor which en- 
veloped the majority of the 
11,638 peovle who had paid to enjoy 


themselves. 
All that remained was Tom Barl- 
ing’s pursuit of the season's and 
his own individual batting record. 
His tempo increased regularly from 
the time he was missed by Voce 
at silly mid-on with his score at 7.
